S.R.O. 7.—In exercise of the powers conferred by tbc pro- 
\i<o lo article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby 
makes tbc foDowinif rules regulating the method of recriiil- 
mcnl to Senior Medical Officer in the Navy, namely ;— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These lulc.s may 
be called the Navy tifoup ‘A' Gaz.etted Post (Senior Medi¬ 
cal Offleer) llecruilmcnt Rules, 1993. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
liciitiou in the Olllcial Gazette. 

2. Number of post, classification and the scale of pay.— 
The number of the said post, its classification and the scale 
of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 
4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recrnilmcnt, age limit, qualifications etc.—• 
The method of recruitment to the said post, age hmit quali¬ 
fication and other mutter relating thereto shall be as speci¬ 
fied in coUmms 5 to 14 of the said Schedule.

dance with the orders issued by the Central Oovoinment 
fiom lime to time in this regard.
